Her riches were found cropping up to the surface, 
and after a comparatively short but brilliant career she was exhausted and

In stepping into the adit, open to the road, I alighted 
ona ificent rock of lead; and, at the end of an almost open cutting, 
peeped (through a grating, padlocked) at the beautiful lode, and, if I re- 
member rightly, shares went to 50/. premium in the ‘“ Perran Wheal 
Virgin,” bat came to nothing when her virtues were more severely tested. 
But even before the discovery of East Rose several mines in the surround- 
ing district had been very productive, and many profitable, especially Old 
Shepherds, &c. There were also Trebellan and Trebisken, Wheal Cubert, 
the Silver Peru, Wheal Golden, and a host of others, that may start up 
again some day, as setts, owing to the riches of West Chiverton, are again 
sought after in the neighbourhood, and great caution will be requisite on 
the ts of the public in determining which to go into. oe 
est CHIVERTON seems to have flashed like a meteor on the mining 
blic, and people are wondering why they never heard of it before; the 
Fact is, the mine has been at work for years, but was, until two months 
ago the sole property of a widow lady in London, who sold it in March 
last, for 30,0002., tosome parties in Cornwall and others connected with 
the London share market, and they are retailing it out at the rate of 
60,0002,, after cutting off “Chiverton” from it—a wise step, in my 
opinion, or the profits would otherwise have been absorbed in putting 
an old mine to work. I have heard it said that the purchasers are 
getting a good “pull” in selling for 60,000/., half what they purchased 
two months ago for 30,000/., and so they are, but the question re- 
mains, is the mine (West Chiverton), with the present , worth 
the former sum? J think it is, and am astonished that it should ever 
have been sold for the latter. I have no interest in it myself, directly 
or indirectly—I wish I had at the original price, and I visited it, after 
what I had heard and read, with a certain amount of prejudice on my 
mind, more especially when I had been told that a famous agent in the 
neighbourhood of Herodsfoot valued it two or three months ago at 10,0007. 
I hope he did not value it for the widow! ‘The present returns are 80 to 
85 tons of lead ore per month (1500/.), leaving a profit on current cost of 
7002. or 8002. per month, When on the mine a cross-cut was daily ex-

At GRAMBLER AND St. Ausyn the works are being transferred to the 
old mine, which offers good prospects. Wrst Damsez is said to be look- 
ing well, and very soon will pay dividends again; it is in 256 shares only, 
and well held in the district. Sourn Basser is poor, Wueat Basser 
is poor, but offers good chances for discoveries. The mine has paid 300,000/.

THE NEW METAL—THALLIUM. 


Srr,—The information contained in the letter of Mr. Joseph Jones, pub- 
lished in last week’s Journal, is beyond question conclusive, and I have 
no hesitation in saying that had Mr, Jones communicated equally complete 
details in 1857, the ae of his metal and thallium would never have 
been discussed. In 1857, I took some trouble to ascertain something more 
of the nature of the new metal to which Mr. Jones referred than that con- 
tained in the paragraph to which I originally alluded, but the utmost that 
I 99 earn was that Mr, Jones was not communicative upon the sub- 
j* adat he entertained the opinion that he alone, at least for some years 
vw. have Was likely to be able to extract the metal upon a commercial 
sca.38" eat he described the metal (I never heard of anyone having ex- 
amined it) as a valuable substitute for silver and mercury; and that potash 
was an important substance used in the separation. So far from hardness 
being claimed as one of its properties, it was stated to me that it was par- 
ticularly soft, and very difficult, unless alloyed with other metals, to keep 
in the metallic state. 

Now, from his statement published in the Mining Journal of July 14, 
1857, I at once concluded that he had not taken the specific gravity, as 
the metals mentioned by him differ so widely in that respect as to present 
no similarity whatever—aluminium being about 2°6, arsenium nearly 6:0, 
and silver 10°5. Again, the difference in the colours of aluminium, arse- 
nium, and silver left me a good margin for conjecture. But being in- 
formed that this sulphurium would be valuable as a substitute for mercury, 
and for such purposes as covering looking-glasses, because “‘ it would spread 
like butter when hot,” I thought that Mr. Jones might have produced 
some alloy of the potassium in the potash and the metals in the sulphur 
refuse, and designated it sulphurium. I admit thatI had not the faintest 
conception how the requisite change was brought about ; but, assuming 
that Mr. Jones’s statement was not entirely imaginary, I suggested that 
it might have been an impure potassium that he had obtained—an alloy 
less liable to decomposition than the metal itself. It was more likely, I 
thought, inasmuch as the pyrites used in the manufacture of the acid might 
have been arsenical, argentiferous, &c., and that he had got some alloys 
of the metals originally existing in the pyrites and in the potash. I con- 
cluded, at the same time, that this farntehed an explanation for his repre- 
senting the new metal as similar to three very distinct known metals, the 
difference occurring according to the character of the pyrites used. 

That the whole of my conclusions were based upon conjecture is evident 
—accurate data could not be obtained; but upon the information I pos- 
sessed I think it will be admitted that I had some grounds for supposing 
that Mr. Jones’s sulphurium was a soft metallic substance, whitish in 
colour, and readily oxidisable; and assuming such a metal to have been 
isolated in 1857, it was not, I think, unreasonable to raise the question as 
to whether that description did not refer to the same metal as that since 
named thallium by Mr. Crookes, and but for the statement published by 
Mr. Jones in last week’s Journal, it would have been difficult to prove 
that that was not the case. Under present circumstances Messrs, Crookes 
and Lamy can let Mr. Jones build his furnaces without molesting him; 
and to ensure his success in prosecuting his researches, might even send 
him ‘their complements and a few chemicals,” in return for which he 
might make known to them some of those “chemical secrets in his mind,” 
with which he is “determined yet to bring out the links in chemical 
science, and make chemistry one complete and consistent narrative.” 

It is now beyond doubt that the metal which Mr. Jones discovered in 
1857 bore no resemblance whatever to thallium, since Mr. Jones states 
that his metal was hard, not liable to oxidise, and obtainable in large 
quantities, whilst thallium is soft, very liable to oxidise, and not obtain- 
able in large quantities. Whether Mr. Jones’s metal or alloy, or what- 
ever it may be, is new or old, I will not now attempt to say, since a sub- 
stance described at one time as very soft, and at another as very hard, is 
not easily understood without examination, but when he forwards the pro- 
mised specimen to the Mining Journal office, I may be enabled to give 
some opinion.— June 22. E. D. H. - 


THE TIN DEPOSITS OF BOLIVIA—No. I. 


Sir,—In the summer of 1862, when I visited the mines of Oruro, there 
were, besides several Indians, four English miners at work in the Cerro, 
on a vein of tin which cropped out at the summit of the hil!, more than two 
yards wide, and yielding more than 20 per cent. of black tin throughout 
that width. The direction of this vein at the surface was 25° east of north, 
and underlying east. It had not then been opened out for more than 2 fms. 
from the surface, but to that depth the tin occurred in a peculiar nodular 
form, the interstices being filled with oxide of iron. From this unusual 
structure the contents of the vein may be easily removed with a pick. 
Having followed this vein for some distance along the top of the hill, I was 
enabled to trace it as the capping of one of the veins which had formerly 
been worked below as a copper-silver lode. 

It struck me that it would be somewhat interesting to discover in this 
peculiar transition from tin to copper and silver, in the same vein, some 
change in the containing rock; but I failed to discover any such alteration. 
In all cases, however, where the tin had been worked down to that part 
of the vein containing silver the approaching change was indicated by the 
presence of mundic, which is invariably found in all the veins containing 
silver in Oruro, Llallagua, Antiquera, or Potosi. 

The universal law acknowledged by miners, that the relative productive- 
ness of a vein is in an indirect ratio to the hardness of the containing rock, 
is well exemplified in the veins of Oruro, and especially in those of Chuncho, 
15 leagues south of Oruro, where they occur in basalt rock, and where the |

sng the Cerro of Oruro in a south-easterly direction, at a distance 
of about 30 miles, we reach the hills of Guanuni, containing the richest 
mines of tin in Bolivia. This range of hills abuts on its southern extremity 
on Lower Silurian beds, much altered and contorted. Almost perpendi- 
cular as are the sides of the hill of Guanuni, the toil of ascending it is tre- 
mendous; but to the miner’s eye there is plenty to repay him on reaching 
the summit. Numerons veins are in view on all sides, varying in direc- 
tion from north-north-east to south-south-west, through north-east and 
south-west on to east and west, and a very few north to south, and north- 
West to south-east. With rare exceptions, the dip is tothe south. Old 
as are some of the workings in the Cerro, in no instance could I hear of the 
veins which now yield tin having been worked for silver; but, from the 
appearance of the rock at the end of the socabone, or adit level, which the 
House of Aramayo began to drive to cut across all the veins of the hill, but 
have since abandoned, I have little doubt the veins here, as in Ouroro, will be 
found, as they go deeper, to turn into silver. Another reason for this sup- 
position is the fact that on the south side of the little hamlet of Guanuni 
(the hill being on the north side), and much below the level of the tin 
mines, other veins of mundic, with traces of copper and silver, may be seen. 
The north-east side of the hill of Guanuni is not so precipitous as the south 
side, on account of its being covered to some depth by debris from the top 
of the hill. As might be supposed, mingled with this debris are a great 
many stones of tin; no doubt derived from the heads of the veins higher 
up, some of which stand out above the surface like dykes. Such masses 
of debris, whether containing angular or rounded stones, are called in 
Bolivia “ veneros.” 

On the veins of Guanuni more than 150 mines have been opened, and 
are principally owned by S. D. Fermin Tellas. In the greater portion of 
these mines the tin occurs in pieces in white, yellow, or brown clays, which 
contain a small quantity of very fine oxide of tin. In using the word mines, 
it must not be supposed that they in any way resemble our English mines; 
for instead of being worked by perpendicular or inclined shafts and horizontal 
levels, the term in Bolivia means nothing more than a hole large enough 
to admit a man, and following the direction of the richest part of the lode. 








and washed barrilla (that is, ore reduced tothe size of small peas), has re- 
sulted in the compulsory abandonment of some of the best of the mines, 
the surface water having lodged at their bottoms, which the Indian miner 
possesses no means of drawing off. In other cases, where the impervious 
character of the stratum has prevented the infiltration of water, the mines 
have been opened so badly, and the refuse allowed to accumulate in the 
roadways to such an extent, that it will require some ontlay of capital, 
labour, and time to open out the veins of the mines owned by S. D. Fermin 
Tellas (nearly 100 in number). Not more than 10 were being worked when 
I visited Guanuni, which may be attributed in the greatest degree to the 
low price—20 reals per quintal—paid by the owners of the mines to the 
Indian. For this remuneration he undertakes to extract the ore from the 
vein, to bring the same to the ingenio, or dressing-floors, and there to crush 
and wash a sufficient quantity to yield 101 lbs. of barrilla fit for smelting. 
The miner is allowed to choose the mine which appears to him most pro- 
mising, and to select any part of it he considers best, the owner only plac- 
ing overlookers in the mines and on the floors to prevent the Indian from 
stealing the ores. When we consider that this same barrilla, for which 
the owner pays the Indian $24 (20 reals) per quintal, is sold by him in 
Oruro for $9 per quintal, it seems but short-sighted policy on the part of 
the owner to limit the produce of his mines to a mere fraction of their ca- 
pabilities, by appropriating to himself so large a portion of the profits. It 
must be remembered that the pay of an Indian labourer is 4 reals per day, 
and after accurately estimating the average yield of the above mines, and 
having interrogated the miners themselves, I found that these miners, after 
all expenses, did not make more than 3 reals per day. The method I have 
described as adopted in working the veins of tin is employed also in work- 
ing the veneros of Guanuni, in which its ruinous effects are, if possible, 
more apparent. The stones of tin in these veneros do not occur equally 
scattered throughout the mass of the debris, but in layers, an arrangement 
which induces the miner to follow the layers which are most productive by 
means of small holes, sufficient to admit his body, and in which it has more 
than once occurred that the man has been shut in, the walls having closed 
behind him. 

Timbering the mines of Bolivia would be hardly practicable, and, if prac- 
ticable, ruinously expensive, from the great cost of transferring timber over 
the mountains. The forests are many leagues from the mines of these 
districts, and since the only mode of carriage is on mules’ backs, and each 
mule carrying only 3 cwts., and that for a distance of not more than 
20 miles a day, it follows that some considerable capital is required to 
place even 1 ton of timber in such a bleak and inhospitable district as that 
of Guanuni, situated at least 100 miles from any available forest. About 
6 leagues due north of Guanuni, and in continuation of the same chain, 
are the mines of Morococala. Morococala is a small hill, with an infinity 
of veins of tin, generally of ahigh percentage. The veins run north-north- 
east, south-south-west, and north-east, south-west. They arebunchy, and 
this is the cause of the failure of all the works which have been attempted 
there. The only mine which has been, and is still, remunerative is that 
of S. D. Philip Saconetti, from which they have extracted from 2000 to 
8000 quintals of ore annually. This employs from 20 to 25 miners. The 
tin ore is very compact, generally of a straw yellow and lead colour, but 
white near the surface. The quality of the tin, after that of Guanani, is 
the best in Bolivia. The tin veins of the hillof Chuncho, near Poopo, are 
remarkable for their regularity, and we may consider the quality as equal 
to that of Guanuni. The large grained size of the tin in the mines of 
Chuncho greatly enhances its value. ‘The mines have been as yet worked 
toa very limited extent, on account of the hardness of the basalt in which 
they occur.— St, rth, Cornwall. H. Macaviay Punnett. 





MINES AND MINING IN SPAIN, 


S1r,—With the development of mining operations in Spain, some notes 
on the subject may prove interesting. It is now thirty-seven years since 
the mines of Spain were fairly opened to foreign and native competition. 
The loose concessions, if not of mining land, at least of mining rights, given 
for years previously by the sovereigns of Spain to favourites and others 
who ministered to their exigencies, were of little avail to excite mining 
enterprise, for these rights were mostly either not taken advantage of by the recipients, 
or, if disposed of, were ham with so many restrictions as seriously to interfere 
with advantageous working. It is difficult for a visitor to the numerous mines in the 
metallic districts of Southern Spain to realise how very modern is the state of the min- 
ing undertakings now being carried on, for the vast explorations of the Romans and 
Carthagenians, on the sites of which many of these works are placed, would suggest the 
illusion of an unbroken continuation of mining effort. The Spaniards, owing probably 
to an hereditary awe of their former conquerors, are prone to attribute these explorations, 
which lie mostly in the lead mines, to the Moors, notwithstanding that the little atten- 
tion the Moors gave to mining is known to have been directed to copper. The dis- 
covery of the New World, soon after their departure, and the dreams of mineral wealth 
it excited, drew away attention from all save the quicksilver mines of Almaden, which 
provided then as now the means of amalgamation in dealing with the precious metals. 
It is worth remembering that in the year following the Royal Decree of 1825, which in- 
vited public competition, no less than 3000 lead mines were opened, and so large was the 
yield—one district alone producing 20,000 tons—that the price of lead in England de- 
clined 50 per cent., and only by an ag t between th ives to work their mines 
but six months in the year could the miners of Spain secure a profit. The working of 
the lead and silver mines of the Sierra de Almagrera, which were discovered in 1839, 
astonished all the world with the results obtained, the yield in 1845 from 36 smelting- 
works, in which the products of 826 mines were reduced, amounting to no less than 
108,230 lbs. troy of silver, and 8350 tons of lead. In accordance, however, with the usual 
rule attaching to extraordinarily rich surface mining, the deposits were found pourer as 
the mines were sunk deeper ; but, that the application of improved science can recover for 
ancient mining sites their former reputation is shown in the results of the operations of 
an English company at Linares. In this renewal of mining in Spain lead mines hold 
the foremost place. Neither imperfections of legislation, absurd fiscai decrees, nor 
abuses resulting from the easy obtaining of concessions by parties who merely desired 
to speculate on them, have interfered with the steady development of this branch of in- 
dustry. In no country in the world havea greater number of small fortunes been lost 
in mining than in Spain. The faults, or dislocations, cropping on the surface have again 
and again given false ideas of what lay beneath, and conditions connected with details 
in the transformation, carriage, or disposal of the ore have been overlooked. The faci- 
lity in obtaining mining land in Spainis not more remarkable than the little amount re- 
quired for entering on mining operations. Communications between the mineral dis- 
tricts and markets are being improved; but the scarcity of water and the absence of 
sufficient motive power are two retarding influences that must Jong continue to operate. 

The South of Spain may be divided into four great mineral regions, the first of which 
lies between Sierra Morena and the valley of the Guadalquiver, and debouching with 
that river on the ocean, It is noticeable for its large beds of copper, the supply of lead 
being indifferent. The chief copper mines here are in the province of Huelva, and ex- 
tend along the Portuguese frontiers. With the exception, however, of the mines of Rio 
Tinto, which belong to the Crown, and which have been worked for exactly a century, 
mining operations have been on an indifferent scale. The undoubted wealth of this vast 
metalliferous region has led, nevertheless, to the formation of various companies. The 
absence of means of transport has had a deterring effect on enterprise, increasing the cost 
of fuel, and placing heavy charges on the land transport of the ore. The railways now 
in course of construction will supply to this, as well as other regions, the much-needed 
facilities of cheap transit. At Swansea there is now landed annually from 120,000 to 
150,000 tons of copper ore from the Huelva group; in a few more years the entire yield 
from this quarter may be anticipated to reach 500,000 tons. The lead mines of Linares, 
situate to the west of Anchugar, and which, as well as the Caroline Mines, were but very 
inefficiently worked in the hands of Government, producing bat an insignificant yield, 
give, in the hands of an English company, a product of 200,000 quintals. The argenti- 
ferous lead mines of Estramadura, situate in this district, have long been famous, and 
require but a large supply of fuel, or cheaper transport for the ore, to secure their proper 
position in relation tocommerce. Up to this time the extreme fertility of the basin of 
the Guadalquiver has drawn the majority of the inhabitants to agricultural pursults. 

The second mineral region stretches from the heights of the Sierra Nevada to the bor- 
ders of the Mediterranean, and forms a vast natural amphitheatre, terminated at one 
extremity by the Rock of Gibraltar. The Sierra Tegeda, with its ramifications, is rich 
in deposits of lead. Enormous ruins, indicative of ancient explorations, are there visi- 
ble, The ore raised is conveyed to the smelting establishment at the port of Nerza. In 
the Barranco de los Pinos and in the Gor Mountains there are evident traces of quick- 
silver. Pretended mines, said to have been worked by the Arabs, are without number. 
The copper mines of Montenegro, which were long indifferently worked, promise, under 
the appliances of English skill and capital, to prove highly remunerative. Operations 
in the iron mines, situate at the extreme south of the Sierra Cabrera, have been actively 
carried on, for exportation of the ore to England and the South of France. Since 1859 
several large smelting establishments for iron and lead have been constructed in the 
vicinity of the mines at an enormous cost. It is, however, the lead mines of Alpazarras, 
in the Sierra de Baza, running parallel to the Sierra Nevada, that the principal lead 
mines in this province, worked by a Spanish association, with alarge capital, are situate. 

The third mineral region is the isolated chain of mountains known as the Sierra Alma- 
grera, The large and rich discoveries of galena at Jaroso, led to astonishing results, 
which had the usual effect of leading to an infinitude of deceptive speculations. At the 
outset, the galena was found to yield from 7 to 8 per cent. of silver. The product of the 
dozen largest mines of Almagrera since 1841 cannot have been less than 12,000,000/. 
The Sierra Carthagena, abounding in eruptive rocks of an age contemporaneous with 
the Sierra Nevada that encloses them, supplies yearly half a million quintals of lead, 
the silver obtained being, on the average, 170 grains to the quintal. Many experiments 
have been tried to improve the treatment of the galena, and a certain perfection in 
methods and processes is being attained. A few more years will certainly witness an 
immense development of mining in this region. The English company, which is work- 
ing the ancient mines in the Hoyade Barcos and the Liano de Morgana, would appear 
to have recovered thé clue to that wealth which attracted the avidity of the ancients. 
Nothing is more uncertain that Spanish statistics; but the annual yield of lead in this 
region is set down, in round numbers, from 179% to 1800, at 542 cwts.; 1800 to 1817, at 
21,000 ewts. ; 1818 to 1820, at 202,000 cwts. ; a similar amount for the next two years; 
and from 1823 to 1845, at 13,000,000 cwts. The present annual yield may be estimated 
at 100,000 cwts. 

The personnel of a Spanish mine is composed ofa general superintendent, who is paid 
from 1/. 15s. to 32. 15s, per month; a captain,or chief man, who receives from 3s. to 4s. 
daily ; picadores, or miners, whose remuneration per day is from 1s. to 2s.; together 
with those engaged in transporting the broken ore to its entrance or to the foot of the 
shaft: the latter are remunerated according to age, those from 25 to 18 years getting, on 








This unfortunate system of irregular workings, combined with the enstom 
of paying the miners a fixed sum per quintal (101 lbs. English) of crushed 


an average, ls. 44. per day, and from 25 to 18 years 9d.tols. A good miner will keep 


10 or 12 of these gavias busy. Then there are the men who draw up the ore, and who 





load the mules, with muleteers, and other attendants. A great number of children are 
employed within the mines at 4d. to 6d. per day. Their occupation is to trim thelamps, 
| convey water, distribute tools, ascend and descend with messages, and minister gene- 
| rally toa thousand wants; thelr activity is almost incredible, and they exhibit a won- 
| derfal resistance to fatigue. The Spanish miner makes the mountain his home; he 
| rarely quits the neighbourhood, and adheres to the mine in which he has been once en- 
Temperate in his habits, obedient to orders, gifted with presence of mind and 
great fortitude, and witha! bold, he is eminently qualified to brave the dangers of explo- 
| ration, More than this, he is little sensitive of fatigue. His dwelling is a pile of stones, 
resting against a sloping embankment, which forms one of the walls. The intersection 
of veins within a mine is often an extremely complicated problem, which the Spanish 
miner, with an instinct for discovering main and collateral branches, works out with 
wonderful success and ski!1. 

The Spanish reverbatory furnaces, in which tron is employed as a precipitant, take 
the exterior form of a rectangular prism ; the interior arrangements may vary, but there 
is little other difference than in name. They are built of rough stones, lined with brick, 
and strengthened with massive supports. The furnace consists of two sections, each 
surmounted by a cupola roof, the two being connected by a passage in the party wall, at 
the arc of intersection. It is at this point of intersection where the treatment of the ore 
as to temperature is mainly reguiated. The base of the first compartment inclines for- 
ward; in the second compartment there is sunk in the base a triangular cup, with 
truncated angles, and the flue of the chimney commences from the line of the base. These 
reverbatory furnaces would never answer on a large scale; they also demand extraor- 
dinary watchfulness. In dimensions they scarcely ever vary. For the treatment of 
galena, about 600 1bs. of the ore is mixed with a fourth of that amount of cast, or scrap, 
fron. These being placed on the surface, a high stationary temperature having been se- 
cured, and the charge stirred, the reaction takes place. During the first part of the 
operation the temperature {s sufficiently low to exert an oxydising effect; sulphates act 
on the galena, and the lead on the sulphates. Ata higher temp he d posi 
tion is complete, and the lead flows out on the hearth by the removal of a clay plug. 
By volatilisation 4 per cent. of the lead is estimated to be lost, 4 to 5 in scori@, and 5 to 
10 in matt. The duration of a charge, the furnace being supplied with wood and strong 
fibrous plants, which burn very flercely, is from four and a half hours to five and a half 
hours, according to the purity and degree of fusibility of the mineral and the sxill of the 
smelter, seconded by the activity of his aids; 5 or 6 charges are commonly passed in 24 
hours. After a week it is found necessary to break up these furnaces. At a great num- 
ber of smelting establishments the blast-furnace is employed, the ores being fused whilst 
mixed with fuel, the former being piled up behind. The slags from the fluid lead are 
drawn off above. The blowing apparatus is worked sometimes by a revolving shaft, 
drawn by mules, but ordinarily, and nearly always in mountainous locations, by a band 
of eight men, called palanqueros, who press a lever with their feet for the purpose, and 
thus avail themselves of their whole weight. This very fatiguing work is executed re- 
gularly and rapidly. The quantity of air estimated to pass per minute through an ordi- 
nary blower thus worked {s 20 cubic feet. The remuneration to the two chief masters 
and their subordinates is very slight. Where the steam-engine works the bellows, the 
action, of course, is still more regular, and the blast more continuous, 

That division of mining enterprise, that multiplication of separate individual effort, 
which Spanish mining legislation has so much encouraged, is yielding to the necessities 
of the time, and, with the formation of raflroads that will afford easy access to the mine- 
ral districts, and the larger introduction of English capital that is taking place, in addl- 
tion to improved methods of treating the ores, and the establishment of more effective 
machinery at the mines, the combination of interests thus necessitated is rapidly su- 
perseding weak individual enterprises, of which the great characteristic is uncertainty, 
and the chief deficiency science. _— c. 


MINING IN CANADA. 


Sir,—Knowing the interest you have ever manifested since the discovery 
of the copper mines in the eastern townships of Canada, we take the oppor- 
tunity of making a few remarks on the subject, seeing that the present time 
is an all-important period in the opening history of this interesting depart- 
ment of our national resources. It is to be regretted that our Canadian 
capitalists manifest so little enterprise or disposition to enter extensively 
on the development of our mines, which, however, they, as well as the English capita- 
lists, will ultimately find it profitable to invest in. At such a period as the present, 
when the occurrences of to-day may be expected to be lost sight of in the startling events 
of to-morrow, we must be prepared for much indifference in, as well as considerable 
fluctuation of opinion as to the real prospects of success in many a speculation, and es- 
pecially of such as have not yet had any time for development ; and mining speculations 
may justly be considered as resting more on the future than on the present. 

Even provincial journalists bestow no more than a ing remark upon mining trans- 
actions, involving interests of so great magnitude both to the adventurers and to the 
province, and imputes their silence to a suspicion on their part that the real value of our 
mines is greatly overrated, at the same time pointing to “ that old stand by,” the Acton 
Mine, as being one whose quotations may be safely relied upon. For this favourable 
allusion the Acton Mine adventurers sheuld be, and no doubt are, truly grateful; but, 
perhaps in the earlier days of that speculation, public writers might fairly be as incre- 
dulous as to its ultimate success as some now are as to that of the various mining en- 
terprises now being undertaken elsewhere in Canada. We hope we donot do the Editor 
any injustice by speculating on the probability of his desiring to keep the energies and 
pecuniary means of his countrymen at home rather than allow them to expand into large 
and profitable investments abroad; but, nevertheless, we belleve we have valuable 
mines in Canada, have confidence in their ultimate and successful development, and 
have good expectation that our fellow-subjects in the mother country will yet appreciate 
their importance by largely embarking inthem. Forinstance, at the Harvey Hill Mine, 
in Leeds, the prospects of abundant success are now much better than at any time since 
the commencement of the enterprise, now nearly five yearsago. Here the ore occurs in 
beds or bands of slate-rock, traceable for very great distances on the surface, and im- 
proving both in thickness and richness on being worked deeper. The average produce 
of the beds is about 12 tons per fathom of ore containing 4 per cent. of metallic copper. 
Along with the metalliferous beds are associated rich bunches of ore, which 
yield largely. In fact, the whole country around these mines is highly impregnated 
with valuable metailic deposits, and seems destined to be par excellence the mining 
region of Eastern Canada. 

In the townships of Sutton, Bolton, and Stukely, developments of a similar nature to 
those in Leeds have been made, although not yet so extensively proved. In the latter 
township in particular, many very promising discoveries have recently been made, and the 
close proximity of the mines to the Stanstead, Shefford, and Chambly Railway, wil! render 
them peculiarly valuable when developed. At many other points in the townships, very 
remote from each other, this valuable ore is found both in veins and beds of great thickness. 
The vast extent of country underlaid by the copper-bearing rocks in Lower Canada, and 
tine ascertained fact of the concentration of valuable deposits at many points, afford ample 
ground for the conviction that mining will shortly become an established institution 
among us, and those capitalists who are first in the fleld to ald in its development, and 
who can distribute their chances most widely, will reap the richest harvest. 

In the western division of the province, the prospects of an extensive business in lead 
mining are excellent ; and from the great and increasing consumption of this metal 
within the province, in the form of shot, pipes, &c., such adventures are specially worthy 
of the attention of capitalists. Tie discovery and successful development of the Ramsay 
Lead Mines have already proved the existence of this valuable metal in the form of true 
veins, which may be depended upon for profitable working to an indefinite depth ; and 
it is to be hoped that these most important mines, when smelting furnaces and the re- 
quisite machinery are all ready, will soon be put in regular and profitable operation. 

We regard the discovery of the Ramsay Lead Mine, like that of the Acton Copper 
Mine in the Eastern Townships, as only the precursor of further important discoveries, 
as it is well known that many groups of lead veins exist in the neighbourhood. Thus 
you will see, Mr. Editor, that we in Canada have good hope as to our opening mining 
property. It is something less than six years since the copper regions of Lower Canada 
first attracted attention, and we now find them filled with mining enterprise, drawn by 
the rich promise, from Europe and the States, bringing abundant capital, and giving 
employment to hundreds. The Acton Mine, in the county of Bagot, was the first to 
which much attention was directed, and the success of the operations in regard to the 
production and money value are supposed to be without parallel. Within three years 
after it was opened nearly 100,000/. worth of ore had been obtained, and between 500 
and 600 hands were employed in its working. The Harvey Hill Mine, in the county 
of Leeds, a large interest in which was held by citizens of Quebec, is considered to be a 
still more valuable property than that of Acton. This mine bas been systematically con- 
ducted for the last five years under the direction of Mr. Herbert Williams, who was spe- 
cially sent to this country, from England, for the purpose. About 10,000/. worth of ore 
has been sold in the above period, the produce of this mine, and there is some 5000/. to 
60007. worth of ore now at grass, the result of last winters working. This will be 
dressed and sent to market during the present season. We are credibly assured that 
there is every prospect of the new proprietors making very satisfactory returns on their 
investment. The percentage of 322 tons of this ore from the Harvey Hi!l Mine, sent 
to England, gave an average of 38. This is undoubtedly a much higher percentage 
than is generally obtained, but on the other hand, much of the ore raised from the mine 
is as high as 50 percent. The Harvey Mill Mine is the property@f the English and 
Canadian Mining Company.—Montreal, June 5.

COPPER MINES IN SANTO DOMINGO—No. II. 


S1r,—Introductory of extracts from the reports of Don Manuel Fernan- 
dez de Castro and Prof. Ansted, I wish to observe that, chronologically, 
they ought to have preceded Col. Heneken’s, which accompanied my first 
letter on this subject, and contains many particulars of the practical deve- 
lopment of the cluster of lodes only anticipated, or partially indicated, in 
the two previous examinations of the estate. That inadvertent arrange- 
ment, however, does not in the slightest degree affect the united testimony 
of these unquestionably competent geologists, as will be seen upon perusal 
of the following :— 


Extracts (translated) from the Report of Don Manuel Fernandez de Castro, Inspector- 
General of the Mines of Cuba, commissioned to report upon the mineral aspects and 
resources of the Island of St. Domingo for the use of the Spanish Government :— 
The investigations in the vicinity of the city of St. Domingo made it necessary to 

continue the explorations over similar ground in the direction of San Cristoval, chief 

town of the “ coman” of the same name, oneof the most important of the island, as much 
for its population, amounting to 18,000 souls, as for the extent and fertility of its soil, 
and the industry of its inhabitants; all which have contributed to make this part of 
the province of Santo Domingo the productive point whence others are supplied, especi- 
ally the capital and the town of Bani. But what above all gives it a great importance 
in the pursuit of this enquiry is the territory of Ei Cobre, which, owing to the abun- 
dance of the mineral to which it owes its name, promises to be in time one of the richest 
mining districts of our Antilles, and to sustain the fame which, at a remote epoch, was 
given to its auriferous productions. If this plan be inspected, the different points may 
be seen where minerals have been recognised ; short cross-cuts have been made upon 
most of them, and shallow pits sufficient to ensure their continuity for some metres ; 
nevertheless, they cannot be considered as real exploratory works, but rather as simple 
costeanings, from which some 200 or 300 tons have been taken and sent by the pro- 
prietor to England as specimens, the parcels prepared for sale having yielded from 17 to 

36 per cent. of copper, and chosen stones as much as 56 per cent. The mineral is essen- 

tially composed of grey copper and variegated pyrites; there are also yellow pyrites, 

with green and blue carbonates. Some stones when parted show in the com: copper, 
though more generally in the accompanying quartz, interesting specimens of gold, which, 

by their colour and form,are readily distinguished from copper or iron pyrites. Ihave , 

been assured, and it is probable, that in different assays notable quantities of silver have 

also been obtained. The presence of gold, however, may possibly be accidental, and in 

80 smalla proportionas-not to merit extraction; neverth 

specimens, and the report is general as regards the quantity of gold borne by the waters 

of the Jayna (or Hayina), derived from these mountains.

prior to the establishment of forma! workings, that have appeared to me to offer a more 
flatteri:.g prospect. In the first place, the mi | is of lient quality, and shows it- 
self sufficiently concentrated in the “ gangue” to be turned to profit from the first blow 
of the pick. The lodes, although only recognised just below what are termed the out- 
crops, are very far from presenting those uncertain forms so discouraging to the miner; 
without saying that the veins are ali completely determined, one may guarantee that 
they are so, for in many of them the direction and dip may be correctly measured, as 
well as the thickness they now display, that figuring on the plan under No. 2 having 
a thickness of 4 feet. The direction, or course, they here took was north 27° east, and 
the dip 45° to the south-west. In another place I made the direction to be north 35° 
east; and thus in others with small variations, as may be seen on the plan; so that, 
even should Col. Heneken prove mistaken in his opinion, that certain points, say 500 
or more metres distant, om opposite flanks of a mountain, correspond to the same lodes 
(though it has in itself nothing improbable), it is still certain, indeed very certain, that 
a system of lodes prevails, bearing the best appearances und characteristics possible to 
be imagined.

Extracts from the report of Prof. A: 

This mineral field is distant about 16 or 18 miles west of the city of St, Domingo, 
situated in a hilly district of moderate elevation, composed of metamorphic and crystal- 
line rocks. The climate of this part of the island is understood to be healthy, and is not 
disagreeably hot. Water is abundant, and of good quality; the quantity being gene- 
rally sufficient for mining purposes. Ships loading mahogany on the cost uf St. Domingo 
would be found at all times, and would, doubtiess, convey the ore to England at a mode- 
rate cost for freight. The spot where the chief discovery has been made is called El 
Hoyo, It is situated in a deep hollow, covered with the richest tropical vegetation, 
amongst rocks consisting of clay-slate and grauwacke schists. The lode here laid bare 
ranges north-east and south-west, and is met by two feeders or croas-courses coming in 
from the north-west. There isa nataral section of the lode at several points of the gorge, 
or deep hollow alluded to, and some water rans down the gully, The hills rise steeply 
on each side, admitting of adit levels being driven to great advantage. At several places 
in the natural section of the lode there is seen a breadth of from 3 to 5 ft. of extremely 
rich ore, consisting of red oxide and sulphuret of copper, the surface and edges of stones 
of ore being often decomposed into green carbonates. It is certain that a considerable 
quantity of such ore exists in a nest, or series of nests or pockets of ore, near the surface 
at this spot, and could be readily obtained without expensive mining tions. Icar- 
ried away samples of the lode taken from the exposed section at the time of my visit. 
Eight of these specimens I brought with me to England. One specimen will accompany 
the collection of St. Domingo raw material and produce sent by Sir Robert Schomburgh, 
(Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul at St. Domingo) to the Paris Exhibition. Several 
small quartz strings or veins are visible on the top of the hills near El Hoyo, These ap- 
pear either to be continuous with the lode or feeders to it, and some of them are stained 
with copper, and contain specks of ore. Other quartz veins of more or less promise have 
also been observed, which appear to belong to different lodes. On the northern side of 
the great mountain chain, traversing the island from west to east, and at a distance of 
several miles to the north, is a district understood to have yielded much copper to the 
Spaniards in the early history of their colony ; but these and other mining properties have 
been altogether neglected ever since they abandoned it. I would advise that the first 
outlay of capital in working these mines should contemplate only the raising and ship- 
ping the ore at present in sight, and following the indications there so favourably pre- 
sented. By doing this you will fully prove the nature and value of the lode, and sucha 
proceeding would be immediately remunerative. The investigation thus made will show 
in what direction, and how far, it is desirable to extend your operations, either by sink- 
ing on this or opening other lodes ; and you will be able to judge what additional capital 
may be | duced with advantage for the effectual development of the mineral wealth 
of the district. 


It will be seen, therefore, that the most recent explorations of geologists 
in the Santo Domingo district of El Cobre, wherein the direction of the 
chief mountain chains corresponds with those of Cuba, in the same latitude, 
and pee J of the extraordinary system of Copper Lodes, which also 
contain auriferous and argentiferous products, in the estate of El Platano, 
concur in proving the existence of vast mineral wealth that may be easily 
and most profitably realised there, It is also worthy of notice that the ores 
thus raised and at hand in the district of El Cobre, St. Domingo, have the 
same natural character and richness as those so abundantly and remunera- 
tively obtained in the Cobre district of Cuba.

fire, forms two-thirds of all the rocks set down by the plutonists as eruptive; and what 
appears more singular and strange, {s the other portions that form these rocks are free 
to melt, but they are not found (as might be expected in these so-called volcanic rocks) 
run into a glass, but they are found every one after its kind, not in its metallic state, 
bot in its ores, and in its own crystals. 

I may next notice that It is in these rocks the lodes thrive. It is here we find nearly 
all our metalliferous substances. I know of no exception but the limerock, which is 
highly charged with carbonaceous substances, that has not its original bases over cleariy 
accounted for, still we know that many of the metals and minerals are attracted to it 
by chemical affinity, lead, zinc, and iron particularly so. We also find that all these 
rocks, if tested, have their specific gravity in conformity to what they contain, but rocks 
from volcanic eruptions are deficient in gravitation. Again, these mountains are cut up 
and crossed by veins and arteries, clay courses and elvan dykes, which are not known 
in eruptive mountains; and I am ready to accompany any plutonist (after 10 days’ no- 
tice) to thoroughly scrutinise any said-to-be volcanic mountains in the British Isles, 
when I have nota doubt I shall be able to find lodes, and faults in them. I will then go 
with him to any known volcanic mountain, and let him prove the specific gravity, and 
if he proves the existence of mineral lodes and faults therein satisfactorily, I will give 
in to the plutonists, and not before. I am armed for the battle,and may be likened unto 
one crying from the wilderness to them as lost sheep to return, and aid the world to 
found a new school, whose bases are grounded on truthful and elementary laws, which 
have hitherto been unknown to the vague plutonic school. : 

I will put a question or two more, the opening portions of which must be known to 
these fire fermenters. They all well know that there are scores of slate mountains, as 
I before stated, capped with either trap, hornblende, porphyry, or one of the many sili- 
cious rocks of the classes I have named, with not a dyke or elvan course going through 
or near, Then, I ask them how these caps came there, but from sedimentation in water? 
There is not a formation in nature but could be accounted for, if we worked on elemen- 
tary laws, which is true philosophy. It is cheering to see we have a few men coming 
out like Mr. Alison; men of that stamp are wanted. We have also Mr. Bryson, of 
Edinburgh. See his little work on the “ Aqueous Origin of Granite,” where his demon- 
strations are sufficient to satisfy anyone but self-willed men. See also his work on the 
« of Hasty Generalisation in Geology,” particularly on the Stigmaria fossil 

lants in the mountain lime, showing that they are not natural, but have been produced 
> assion. How many are decisive in such a way. Then, see the supposed native 
lead found in the Isiand of Inch Mickery, This report was printed by plutonists, and 
circulated as a fact, when the lead ultimately turned out to have been produced by the 
burning of fish ’a nets. Hundreds of such proofs could be prodaced against what 
they have set down as facts, and which they circulate in print. I say to the young 
geologist, beware how you receive the theories of these men; test them before you be- 
lieve inthem. Their bases are like sand, and are being gradually swept from under 
them by the rising aspirant who is guided by elementary laws. 

We are not deficient of evidence to prove that fluids have become condensed, arranged 
themselves according to their affinity, and become solids; not to sleep, or lie dormant 
in their silent abodes. They are awakened to consciousness, they are not chained cap- 
tives, but are ever ready in due time to break through the adamantine rock in which 
man may suppose they are confined.

LEGITIMATE MINING—CARDIGANSHIRE. 


Srr,—I reiterate my assertion that Mr. Matthew Francis’s report on the 
Havan and Henfwlch Mines:is “ unscientific,” imperfect, and vague; and, 
therefore, not trustworthy. And, further, throughout the whole of it there 
is astrong desire to over-value the mines. I proved these allegations in 
the Journal a fortnight since; and last week Mr. Francis put in his de- 
fence. Such a defence! Mine are fic charges, as clearly set forth as 
the counts in an indictment, and I do not fear the verdict of your readers. What is the 
answer which Mr, Mathew Francis gives? He does not say a word about the strong, 
and sometimes meaningless, language in his report—about the vague and inaccurate de- 
scription of the lode, and the rocks which it traverses—about the marvellous combina- 
tion of ores in the lode, including every variety of lead that is known—about the bungl- 
ing sentence in which “ these great mines” are to surpass every other, “ for it is diffi- 
cult,” in the very precise and intelligible language of Mr. Francis himself, “ to predict 
for a judicious system of working any other than a most successful issue, terminating 
in the establishment of mines of immense extent and produce,” and so forth. Not a 
word on these counts in the indictment. Then, what is the answer? It is this, and I 
pat it in Mr. Matthew Francis’s own words—“ I was going,” he says, “ todo nothing less 
than to doubt the correctness of Mr. Smyth’s assumption, that there is no porphyry in 
this country, if he thought so.” Now, really this is too bad, Mr. Smyth says,“ not a 
vestige of any rock of igneous origin is met with” in the Cardiganshire mining district, 
and yet Mr. Matthew Francis says,“ if he thought so.” He does think so, and every 
mineralogist who has visited the district agrees with him, But I write not to argue 
the general issue at present, as it is important that I should keep strictly to the report 
immediately under discussion, And, here I would observe in passing, that I have 
more than once purposely set the deliberate opinion of Mr. Warington Smyth against 
the assertion of Mr. Matthew Francis, and I have done so because Mr. Smyth repre- 
sents the Geological Survey of Great Britain, which is abovesuspicion, Mr. Smyth has 
also no private ends whatever to serve, and he possesses all the means which science 
can lend to get at a right conclusion. Besides, I confront Mr. Francis with Mr, Smyth 
because his memoir Is official, and it is backed and confirmed by Sir Roderick Marchison, 
Prof. Ramsay, and other distinguished men, who do not on the coloured maps of the dis- 
trict, after a minute survey, mark a single spot of igneous rock. I could have put for- 
ward other men, but I fixed upon one who is fully competent to express an opinion, and 
upon whom the country relies. 

But is there any igneous rock at the Havan and Henfwich Mines? Mr. Matthew 
Francis has sent you what he calls a “ piece of stone from the top of the hill, by which,” 
and I am particular in using his own singularly chosen words, “‘ you will see if it is not 
trap, [ am not up to it.” I have not seen “ the piece of stone,” but Mr. Francis will ex- 
cuse me for saying, in all plainness of speech, that he is “ not ap to it.” I come to this 
conclusion first of all, because I am sutisfied that Mr. Francis does not know what trap 
rock is. He attaches no true mineralegical meaning to the word, which he uses freely 
as synonymous with porphyry, hornblende, basalt, and other rocks. Porphyry is a 
mineral with distinctive qualities, by which it is recognised, and so is basalt and other 
rocks. Mr. Francis, however, who knows nothing of these distinctions, mixes them all 
up with an unskilfal hand, to the infinite amusement of the geologist and mineralogist. 
How is it possible, then, for anyone with such confused notions to distinguish between 
the various kinds of igneous rocks? In the second place, Ido not think he is “ up to it,” 
because the Geological Survey (I will not disturb Mr. Francis’s equanimity by mention- 
ing Mr. Smyth), says there is no igneous rock in the district. In the third place, I do 
not think he is “up to it,” because in the scientific memoirs on these mines there is 
nothing about igneous rocks, and the absence of them is noted as an important fact. In 
the fourth place, I do not think he {fs “ up to it,” because an intelligent and honest mine 
agent, whose opinion even Mr. Mattthew Francis might respect, assures me that he has 
carefully inspected these mines, and that he saw no igneous rocks there; and, further, 
that he believes Mr. Francis mistakes what is generally known by miners as grauwacke 
for igneous rock. As I write anonymously, 1 must not express an opinion; your readers, 
however, have the means of deciding who is most probably right—Mr. Matthew Francis 
or Mr. Warington Smyth. I may, perhaps, mention here,as a sort of addenda, that Mr. 
Francis has a striking fancy, I had almost said mania, for trap, Not long since, in walk- 
ing to a mine in this neighbourhood with a resident .gentieman, he pointed to a hill, 
locally known as Mount Merlin, and after looking at it for some time, he sapiently re- 
marked—“ Yes, Sir, there must be mineral here, for this is trap.” Now, it so happens 
that Old Merlin has not yet been capped with trap, and up to its summit is regularly 
stratified. I could give you balfa score of such incidents to illustrate Mr, Matthew 
Francis’s unaccountable fondness for trap. 

However, to return to the point really at issue—the “ unscientific ” reporting and over- 
valuing of mines, I think, Sir, I have satisfactorily proved my allegations against Mr. 
Matthew Francis’s report on the Havan and Henfwich Mines. I will, so far as I can, 
avoid persunalities in my endeavours to crush the huge and unbearable evil against 
which I write. What a damning exposé there was at the general meeting of the East 
Bronfloyd the other day, when injured and indignant shareholders protested against the 
over-valuing and inaccurate reports of the mine, through which they were induced to 
embark in the undertaking. Mr. Matthew Francis had told them of the riches which 
were undeveloped in the lodes, and, with wonderful boldness and prescience, he even 
foretold the time when the shareholders would realise a fortune by the speculation. 
But like many other mines upon which he has reported, the less said the better, 
Still, in the work before me, I must deal with them, and I have much to comment upon 
in these mines and in Mr. Francis’s report upon them, dated February, 1862, I will 
not, however, tarn away from my immediate object to enlarge upon the proceedings in 
this communication, and I must content myself with the simple remark that they prove 
beyond doubt that I do not fight with an imaginary evil, but with one which has strack 
its roots deeply into the soil, and threatens, like the fabled upas, to destroy every- 
thing beneath its shade. A gentleman writes to me thus:—‘“ Cardiganshire suffers 
intensely by the reports of a certain class of mine agents, who are destroying the 
best interests of the country. By-and-bye, if things go on as they are now, people will 
not venture upon any mining speculation in this district. I have been myselfduped to 
a fearfulextent. I believed the false reports that were made and invested in —_—. 
I have twice visited the mines since, and from what I saw I was obliged to use special 
means to protect my interests. They shall not rob me with impunity. We have 
thrown some of these mines Into Chancery ; one of them will shortly come on for hear- 
ing, and, for myself, I have resolved at any cost to hold these swindling transactions up 
to public gaze. If the promoters of them are worth anything they shall refund my 
money. They told us in their prospectus that for one mine they had paid 3000/. for the 
grant to work it, and 7500/. for another, I insisted upon an examination of the books, 
and it turns out that they had only a tack-note for twelve or twenty-four months for 
which they paid 10s. A few of the promoters took 700 or 800 shares, and although they 
never paid a penny for them, they trafficked in them over and over again. When the 
shareholders refused to pay any more money the concerns were wound up; and if I had 
not interposed they would have sold the machinery, as in many other cases, for a no- 
minal sum, to some one acting for them; and after the lapse of a few months these 
very mines would almost certainly have been brought out again under a new name.” 

This gentleman writes more to the same effect, so that you will see the necessity for 
probing the wound to its furthest point. I have carefully omitted the names of these 
mines the agents, which appear in the letter an extract from which I have given,

P.S.—Mr. Francis suggests a point of practical value, which I shall take an early 
Opportunity of noticing. He says that rocks, which he calls porphyritic, “ effect a 
great change in the character of the ores in the lode approaching them ;” that they, in 
fact, “ hold the same position in reference to certain mines in Wales as granite does to 
the Cornish mines.” I cannot go into this point now, as it would divert me from an 
expose of that which, more than anything eise, paralyses the mining interests of Wales. 


EAST BRONFLOYD, AND BRONFLOYD DIS-UNITED.’ 


Srr,—I am a large shareholder in the East Bronfloyd, and I was a share- 
holder in the Bronfloyd Mine before it was called Bronfloyd United, and 
before I was dislodged from my position by a system of calls peculiar to 
the management of that mine.

ON THE NEW SYSTEM OF GEOLOGY—No. II. 


Sir,—I have to trouble you again as to my views on the earth’s forma- 
tion, first making a few remarks on the Practical miner, who, I unhesi- 
tatingly say, does not pay due attention to the freaks of Nature that 
are daily presented to his notice when at work in the mines. They have 
chances that the most learned theoretical men never get; and I fear that 
the majority of practical men seldom bring their minds to bear on the 
matter. It is through this they so often overlook valuable facts, and when 
their attention is called to them, too many of them throw down the Jour- 
nal, remarking sneeringly—‘‘ What does he know more than myself?” 
But I openly tell them I have a mind that does bear on matter, and mind 
is electricity and matter. It is this electric nerve that causes me to speak 
out without fear of contradiction by either practical or professional men. 
I have always something to learn, which is the true way to attain knowledge. Tam 
aware that there are thousands of well informed men among the practical miners of 
England, still I feel surprised to see how few there are who have nerve sufficient to 
come out and do battle on the many Interesting subjects connected with mining. 
do Ido so? Because I have confidence in my own views, or, I may say, theory. 
also certain that I shall ultimately carry my points. You have only to learn that mind 
is electricity, and that it muat be linked with matter, then you will get at truths. No- 
tice every lode you see or work upon carefully, see what it is composed of near the sur- 
face, watch it at every 20 fms. down to 200, and tell me what it is there, The man 
who does this will soon teach himself that the old adage of going deeper is delusive: 
let him learn how to discern a north and south lode from an east and west one by sight 
(underground), and which lode of the two the electric current passes through. Let him 
learn a little of chemical affinity and polarity ; these two things he must not overlook. 
It was from paying attention to these things that caused me to say openly, four years 
since, when a school-taught captain was lauding East Wheal Russell to the skies, that 
practical men ought to have known that the character of the ore was such as to tell 
them that the mine would die in debt—that is, so far as the lode seen was concerned. 
If there were side lodes they might produce paying ore, or the same lode in extended 
levels. I shall now stop with my remarks on East Wheal Russell, but shall show up 
over 100 mines I have surveyed in one year, and gave quite open printed opinions on 
five years since. Iam often taken by surprise when reading remarks made by some 
would-be reporters, where they state the elvan courses, or the rock, the lode is passing 
through to be eruptive rock. I never yet saw an eruptive rock in England, Scotland, 
Ireland, or Wales. I never yet saw anything but crystalline and sedimentary rocks. 
No practical man should use the term; it is only used by book-taught novices, who 
feel bound to use the terms laid down by old theoretical scholars, pretending to describe 
the earth's geological features by shells, wrought stone tools, dead men’s bones, &c., the 
majority of which have been manufactured within the last seven years. I should not 
think myself ingenious if I could not make a “ stone hammer,” or an “ arrow-head,” and 
decompose it with an acid, so as to make Messrs. Tennant and Hunt, and even Sir Chas. 
Lyell, believe it was the first hammer used by Tubal Cain, and if required I would put 
his initials on it. Iam not over sanguine as to the reality of fossils. I can prove how 
plants grow in the deep rocks that contain vegetable matter and carbon. 

Sir Charles Lyell’s explanations as to the origin of mati are not sufficient to satisfy 
me. Will he tell me at what period every class of man was placed on the earth, or if 
they were all produced from Ajam and Eve? which is not likely, as we are not even 
told that Eve ever had a daughter. It is not very likely that every species of man is 

from the same stock. It is quite possible God sowed the seeds of man and all creation 
in the earth, and they came forth at proper times and seasons, as God willed them. 
Under such circumstances Nature is ever making efforts to production, thousands of 
which might never have made sufficient progress to receive life, or, in fact, to come to 
perfection. {t is well known that life is only a seed, that it will remain passive, or dor- 
mant, thousands of years (if in a secluded place), and will come to life when placed in 
ite proper element. In carboniferous rock life at any stage might become extinct; if so 
they would be found gs fossils. Here is something strange for man to meditate on, as 
to why rocks concaining vegetable and carbonic matter are full of fossils, while other 
rocks, slight charged, contain none. The mountain lime rock is glutted with fish fossils, 
while the old red sandstone, slate, trap, elvan, granite, grauwacke, hornblende, and salt 
contain few or none. The answer I shall get is, all the latter are volcanic, s0 they were 
all burnt up. This I deny, as they all join each other, and some overlap. The trap is 
often found in flat beds, overlying slate, with not even an elvan course coming up through 
to support the thory as to their ever being upheaved. ‘The substance composing these 
rocks at the time of their formation was either such as caused the fish to leave the loca- 
lity, or its acid decomposing their shells, whereas the lime formation preserved them. 

It is not only singular but a fact, that the bases of all the so-called volcanic rocks of 
England are silica, and all of the same family. Rocks that fire will but sparingly melt 
not even one travelling geologist in twenty can tell them one from another. We may 
fairly set down their bases at upwards of 50 per cent. silica. I first take Cornish gra- 
nite—50 per cent. silica, combined with felspar, mica, and schorl. There are many 
rocks called granites, but they are not genuine, though their base is still silica, with 
alabite, in the place of felspar, There are others that have potash or soda, lime or 
fluoric acid, with a little alumina, iron, and manganese. The fact is, this class of rocks 
are all crystallisations, arising from silicious gases, produced from the lower rock, and 
combining with air and sea-water. Most of these rocks carry . ore alumina, iron, 
manganese, and hornblende than the granite tribes of rocks do, 

The theory of the old plutonic school app to me to be so completely in opposition 
to any elementary law grounded on natural bases, that it quite confuses me to account 
for their visionary imaginations. First look to what we have reasonable grounds te 
suppose the interior portions of the earth are. The lowest rock known to man is said 
to be more than one-half silica, but when I note the other substances mixed with it, I 
find it to be more like two-thirds. If we take this as a guide for what is unseen by 
man, and taking into account the silica thrown off by centrifugal force to form new 
rocks, we certainly have reasonable grounds to come to the conclusion that the interior 
of the earth is principally a silicated substance, which is most refractory to melt. Then 
i ask, what is silica? My answer is that I cannot tell, but will give you the best defi- 
nition Iam able to. First, it is a substance that is certainly very soluble in some acid 
unknown to man, as is proved by its being ever found so profuse in solution. Some 
water {is said to contain 15 per cent. Silica is a companion for every metallic substance, 
when it is roaming through the earth, and is ever ready to aid it as a base to become 
fixed upon. It crystallises like a pedestal to mount a bronze monument upon, seldom

This is not a 
bad idea. I think it possibly originated with a higher authority than Capt. Lester; but I 
do not think it will answer. It is rather too transparent for practical application in the 
present instance; but I think it was wise on his part to try it on, upon the principle of 
nothing venture nothing bave. I am perfectly satisfied there is plenty of ore in East Bron- 
floyd, and, if our agents have no great judgment, they may yet stumble into something 
accidentally, the same as their neighbours have done before them, when they will be 
able to boast of thefr organs of perception, and oceasionally expose their weakness in 
the columns of the Mining Journal. Our only plan, I suppose, is to follow that of the 
President of the States, and keep pegging away at the lode. Our captain is not the only 
one deceived in the matter. When [ was down there some three or four years ago, 
when Mr. Loveden first took away the ground from the Rronfloyd Company, I heard a 
party of men—whose taker was called, let me see, what was his name ? he was a Cornish- 
man, and I believe he was called Jo. Dunstan—offer to take a bargain to raise ore from 
the surface of this lode, if he could be allowed to dress it with the Darrea crusher for 8/, 
per ton. This man was an old tributer, and not actuated by any improper motives; he 
was bred a miner, which I believe Capt. Lester was not.

Srr,—I have read “Silex’s” letter, in last week’s Journal, referring to 
the paucity of information about slate quarries furnished to the public. I 
am glad to see this letter, and I hope it will have the desired effect, for 
such information is much needed by the public, and more especially by 
capitalists wishful to invest money. Sometime you tried to collect 
and publish such information in the Journal, but I was sorry to see that 
your appeal to those interested in slate quarries met with so poor a re- 
sponse that you discontinued publishing details. My experience in Wales 
shows me that little is known of Welsh slate quarries by outsiders. Those 
who have profitable quarries do not care, as “Silex” says, to publish 
their doings; those who have unprofitable ones do not like to do so; and 
the public knows little about them, and cares less. 

There are some very good slate quarries in Wales, which are not pro- 
fitable, and never will be under the present system: they have not had 
sufficient capital laid out, nor sufficient skill brought to bear on their first 
opening; consequently but a limited area is bared for work, and the pro- 
fits made from this area are continually required to clear away overburden 
or remove falls; and this because the bulk of the capital subscribed at 
first (the whole of which is often not half enough to open a good paying 

uarry) is absorbed in ‘‘ purchase money,” “ preliminary expenses,” &c. 

rue, the lease of a good quarry is worth money—say, 3000/. to 50,000/., 
or more; the gift of a bad one is dear; but no quarry ought to be started 
to work till the fall purchase money, and the amount estimated by com- 
petent engineers to be necessary to open it fully, to a profitable result, is 
paid up, otherwise failure is certain; and no wonder if shareholders get 
disgusted, and unwittingly, though naturally, condemn slate quarries, 
and the whole country. 

There is plenty of most excellent slate in Wales; railways are being ex- 
tended into the heart of it; there are plenty of good quarries now lying 
idle from causes I have mentioned above; these will require (say) 10,000/. 
to 30,000/. respectively to re-open them thoroughly, then they will be for- 
tunes for generations.— Mold, June 24.

But, alas! the end of 1862 came, and not only were there no profits, but 
there was not a slate made at the quarry ; however, there was this very satisfactory con- 
solation—* the directors had quite satisfied themselves that the amount of slate my the 
mountain was enormous.” How, then, you will ask, fared the poor manager with his 
guarantee? Why the directors magnanimously dealt out to the shareholders the cash 
deposited, and without any appeal for sympathy on behalf of the poor mistaken manager. 
But where do you think the sum so deposited (600/.) camefrom? It was actually lodged 
with the company by the vendor of the quarry, who was to get, as purchase-money, 
when there were shares enough subscribed to pay him, 75007. What is now doing by this 
company I know not; I believe no meetings of the shareholders areever held. The Chair- 
man, I hear, cannot attend if he would; and, lastly, that there is no practicable way of 
getting at this mountain of slate at present. I have not heard whether the vendor has 
lodged another 600/.; perhaps he has no further object to gain by such a bait. This is

The Asphaltam Company was formed, with 
limited lability, in 1859, with a capital of 100,0002., for the purpose of werking certain 
mines in Cuba for asphaltum, a sort of mineral pitch, and from which paraffine and other 
products are obtained. The company also became purchasers of the mines and oil dis- 
tilling and rectifying works belonging to the Santa Teresa Company, near Havana, and 
they erected large works at Millwall, near London, to which place the asphaltum was 
shipped, for the purposes of distillation. In 1861 they found that their original capital 
was insufficient for their purposes, and they end d to i it from 100,000/. to 
200,0002., by issuing a prospectus setting forth the flourishing condition of the company, 
a declaration of a 10 per cent. dividend, and a directory consisting of Alderman Dakin, 
Alderman Abbiss, and Messrs. A. Smee, F.R.S., Archibaid F. Paull, Joseph Causton, 
Alexander H. Ross, and Alfred Wilson. Owing to the position of their affairs in Cuba, 
the plaintiff was applied to to become their managing agent and engineer in the island 
of Cuba, and he sailed to Havana, in February, 1862, being provided with the usual 
powers to take the control of affairs, a letter of instructions, and also a letter of credit. 
On his arrival there he found the company involved in debt and litigation, their property

Tue Forests or tae Coat Pertop.—On Satarday last the members 
of the Geologists’ Association visited Kew Gardens, with a view of study- 
ing and examining the recent plants allied to those found in the different 
sedimentary rocks, particularly those of the coal measures, Prof. Morris, 
F.G.S., accompanied the party, and delivered a very able discourse upon the peculiar 
charaeteristics of the various plants examined, and upon the botany of the coal period 
generally. The ferns, the cycads, and the conifers were in turn referred to, Mr. Smith, 
the indefatigable curator of the Gardens, and Mr. Presto, his principal deputy, conduct- 
ing the visitors through the several conservatories, bringing forward the innumerable 
plants called for by the professor to illustrate his lecture, with admirable rapidity. There 
can be no doubt that in the two hours and a half thus spent in Kew Gardens by the mem- 
bers of the association, more practical knowledge of the coal plants would be acquired 
than from years of study from books and drawings. At the conclusion of the discourse 
the President of the Association proposed a vote of thanks to Professor Morris, which was 
carried by acclamation, and the meeting separated. 


_ Tue Mines or Sourn Ausrratia.—We have already made such co- 
pious extracts from the work pete issued in Adelaide, that the character 
of the book will have been thoroughly judged of. In his preface to the 
work (which is published in this country by Messrs. Longman) the author 
observes that the book may prove a not inappropriate sequel to the very valuable work 
on the Geology of the Colony, by the Rev. J. E. Woods; and had Mr. Woods edited Mr. 
Austin’s book, it might have been made worthy of the honour claimed for it. Mr. Austin 
would, doubtless, have been a wit, had Nature endowed him with the necessary quall- 
fications, and his work would, probably, have been an impartial record of the mines of 
the colony, had not existing interests interfered with the attainment of so desirable an 
object. The direction in which the interest lies is, however, so palpable that it scarcely 
interferes with the value of the work ; and, inasmuch as a moderately detailed report is 
given of nearly every mine discovered, there is an enormous amount of usefui informa- 
tion, The book is well worthy the perusal of all interested in South Australian Mines,

Mr. Joseph Jones, of Bolton, for whom the honour was claimed (in conse- 
quence of his having declared that he had discovered a new metal in the refuse from the 
manufacture of sulphuric acid), states that the metal which he discovered in 1857, and 
called sulphurium, was “ hard, not lable to oxidise, and obtainable in large quantities,” 
whilst thallium is “ soft, very liable to oxidise, and not obtainable in large quantities.”’ 
The dispute, consequently, remains as before, between Mr. Crookes and Mr. Lamy.

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


June 25.—The Coal Trade is not expected to be particularly brisk at 
this season, the warm weather, combined with general holiday-making, 
operates against it; but, apart from this, the depression generally felt in 
the coal trade, which has been so often noticed in this letter lately, still 
continues. Ships have been scarce at Hartlepool, north-east winds having 
been prevalent; many collieries have been stopped in consequence, and the 
rate of freights to London have risen to 6s. 3d. and 6s. 6d. in consequence. 
Mediterranean freights continue very firm. Ships have also been scarce 
at Sunderland, and home freights have gone up, and a fair demand for 
London and Hamburg. ‘ 

A working model of the very clever Coal-Cutting Machine, which has 
been at work for some time at the collieries near Leeds, is now to be seen 
at Wilckie’s Hotel, in Newcastle, and will attract considerable attention 
among the colliery owners and viewers of the district. It is, unquestion- 
ably, the most useful, compact, and workman-like machine of the kind 
ever brought into notice, and it is hope that it will meet with a full and 
fair trial by some of the colliery proprietors of the North, as should it prove 
successful, as it appears to have been at Leeds, it will most materially re- 
duce the working cost of cutting coal; and, as this cost is a very heavy one 
in many of the northern collieries, more particularly the “ steam-coal col- 
lieries,” where from 1s. 6d. to 2s. per ton is paid for this part of the manual 
labour, its reduction would make an important difference in the cost of 
getting the coal. 

The Miners’ Mutual Benefit Society, for the purpose of providing relief 
for the survivors of persons killed by accidents, &c., continues to make 
tolerable progress throughout the district; still the fact cannot be over- 
looked that it does not make that rapid progress that might reasonably be looked for, 


when the great and most palpable benefits to be derived from it are taken into considera- 
tion, and also the small cost to individual members is taken into account. The latest

Of the St. David’s Company we have had 
pretty freq and ging reports. The East Cambrian has had a meeting of 
shareholders, of which a report appeared In the Journal; and the Cambrian Consoli- 
dated Gold Company may also be mentioned as an honorable exception ; for aftera long 
silence they have at last given a report not at all promising, therefore so much the more 

ditable to the d of the parties concerned. False reports, and a fictitious va- 
Juation of mining property, is what no honest shareholder would desire; but I con- 
sider it as much the duty of an investor as it is of a shopkeeper to inspect frequently 
the state of his affairs, and know the probability of gain or loss, I submit to thecon- 
sideration of directors of such companies whether it would not be a more open and 
legitimate course frequently to publish plain statements of their affairs, than be sub- 
jected to the frequent, and perhaps annoying, visits of hired inspectors, whose reports 
merely serve the purpose of some large shareholder, and leave the rest in anxious sus- 
pense, until some sudden disaster may dissipate their misplaced confidence and their 
property together, which, however small, they can ill afford to lose.

P hed show that already upwards of 8000 persons have become members, 
but even this very considerable number falls very far short of what might be expected, 
where such numbers of miners are congregated as we have on the banks of the Tyne 
and Wear. The great benefit to be derived from the society has been clearly shown by 
the press, and more particularly by actual examples. Only lately several of them have 
failen under our observation. A man lately killed at one of the collieries in the western 
district of Darham left a widow and six helpless children, and but for the fact that he 
was fortunately a member of this society the case would have been a most melancholy 
one; poverty of the most crushing kind must have been the lot of the family, the parish 
workhouse being the only chance left to them. But as it is, the widow has a weekly 
allowance sufficient to maintain the family in comparative comfort, and also to afford a 
chance of the children receiving some education. Many similar instances might be 
given. It is quite clear that the general public can never relieve isolated cases of this 
kind; at the same time, there appears to be no reason that in the case of any extreme 
calamity occurring the public should abstain from rendering assistance to the fund. 
Many reasons can no doubt be given for this slow progress, the first that presents 
itself being the well-known slowness of the men themselves in taking steps for their 
own benefit, Although the owners and viewers have not, asa body, actively promoted 
the society, many of them have done so, and all are, at heart, favourabiy disposed 
towards it. But we cannot avoid thinking that to ensure its general adoption some 
radical change ought to be made in its organisation. The machinery in use does not 
appear to be adequate to the task to be accomplished. As the object is entirely a cha- 
ritable one, it ought to be most carefully guarded against even the appearance of its 
machinery being designed for or capable of being diverted to any other use or purpose. 
We cannot help thinking that this is a weak point. The central committee of manage- 
ment in Newcastle might be composed of equal numbers of miners and coal owners or 
viewers—the latter, of course, contributing in some measure to the funds. And for the 
carrying out of the scheme, what more is required than merely to get the cashier of 
each colliery to collect the subscriptions and keep a list of members, lhe being account- 
able to the central committee and treasurer; a committee of working men and officers 
could manage the business at each colliery. This would at once identify the officials o 
each colliery with the movement, and would, we think, vastly tend to its advancement. 
We do not mean to insinuate that any union or combination for other purposes is con- 
templated by a able aud worthy men who have freely, and without any benefit to 
themselves, worked hard to bring the fund into a working state. We have no know- 
ledge of anything of the sort, but we do know that the mere fact of delegates being ap- 
pointed for each colliery, and the appearance of the general machinery used, has deterred 
many from giving complete adhesion to the scheme, and we, therefore, venture to throw 
out this hint to the men, as this appears to be capable of easy l. They will, no 
doubt, see at once that the mere suspicion I have hinted at must materially retard the 
progress of this important movement, and it is with the hope of helping the removal of 
any cause likely to retard it that we throw out these hints. 

Twelve colliers in one of the pits on the Wear had a narrow escape from a horrible 
death last week. Whilst they were descending the shaft in the iron cage the crank- 
pin of the engine broke, and the cage was thus released from all controlling influence.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


e * ° . 

June 25.—The ironmasters are, upon the whole, well supplied with 
orders, and the increased quotations are generally obtained. Prices are, 
perhaps, not quite so firm as reported last week, but a generalopinion pre- 
vails that, whatever may happen, the recent advance will be maintained. 
The colliers are better employed, owing to a large number of vessels having 
arrived at the different ports. Freights have slightly declined, but not 
sufficient yet to place the coal trade in a proper state. Should the present 
favourable weather continue there is every prospect that tonnage will be 
more easily obtained in a few weeks. The majority of the coalmasters are 
fairly off for orders, more especially those engaged in the steam coal trade. 
There is no change to report in quotations. 

The directors of the Bank of Wales (limited) are gradually extending 
their operations in the district, and branches are about to be opened at 
Milford Haven, Neath, and Tredegar. It appears that arrangements have been made to 
purchase the business of Messrs. McLean and Co., at Milford, and rumours are current 
that several other local banking firms are likely to merge into the new company. 

The Great Western, West Midland, and South Wales Amalgamation Bill was read a 
third time ia the House of Lords on Tuesday evening. The Maivern, Dean Forest, and 
Monmouth Railway Bill, as originally proposed, has passed the House of Commons, the 
Great Western having rather suddenly withdrawn their opposition to the Malvern sec- 
tion. As mentioned in a previous report, this line will be of the greatest importance to 
the Lronmasters of Monmouthshire and Glamorganshire, as it will place them in direct 
commanication with the iron ore district of the Forest of Dean, The Tenby and Pem- 
broke line will be opened before many weeks are over, and there is nodoubt but that the 
result will be a material impetus to the trade of South Pembrokeshire. The proposed 
extension of the West Midland to Dowlais is to be vigorously opposed by the Brecon, 
Merthry, and Rumney Campany, on the ground that running powers ought to be con- 
ceded to the latter over the Aberdare branch of the West Midland. This cannot be said, 
strictly speaking, to be an opposition to the Dowlais scheme, as the Aberdare branch is 
a distinct line, nearly completed. It appears, however, that the West Midland have ob- 
tained running powers over a part of the Brecon, Merthyr, and Ramney line, by repre- 
senting that they had expended about 32,0007. at the Maesycwmmwr Junction, and the 
Brecon, Merthyr, and Ramney now claim, in return, running powers over the Aberdare 
branch of the West Midland. If the Brecon, Merthyr, and Rumney Company should suc - 
ceed, the distance between Newport and the Aberdare Valley will be considerably re- 
duced, and the public will have the advantage of having one company todeal with from 
Aberdare down instead of two or three. 

The annual examination of children connected with the schools included in the Mon- 
mouthshire Ironmasters’ Educational Prize Scheme Association, was held at Newpor 
on Friday last. The total number of candidates was 437, being a decrease, as compared 
with last year, of 187. The decrease is fully accounted for by the depression on the 
hills, by the more careful selection of candidates, and other circumstances. This asso- 
ciation, and the kindred institutions in Glamorganshire, have done a vast amount of 
good in promoting education in the coal and iron districts. 

At the Bristol Bankruptcy Court, on Tuesday, the adjourned sitting to make a call 
in re the Cardiff Preserved Coal and Coke Company (Limited), was held. Mr. Stone, 
instracted by Mr. Henderson, appeared for the official liquidator; and Mr. Fiower, of 
London, and Mr. Press for contributories. Mr. Fletcher, secretary of the Crown Com- 
pany, produced the register of shareholders, and gave evidence as to the acceptance of 
th e Cardiff Company’s shares by the Crown Company. Mr. Flower submitted that the 
C ourt had no power to make a call ; that if it bad the power, it would not, under the cir- 
cumstances, exercise it; and that it was impossible to make such a call as the statute 
reqatred. Mr, Stone baving been heard in favour of a call being made, his Honour said 
that, subject to the opinion of the Court of Appeal, he was satisfied that there was a re- 
turn of capital to a sufficient amount to justify a call. It was then agreed that the call 
should be at the rate of 7s. 6d. share. Mr. Flower stated that he intended appcal- 





ing against the decision of the missioner.

Important InroRMATION UNDER THE Mines Inspection Act.—At 
the Llanelly Petty Sessions, on Wednesday, before Messrs. J. H. Rees, 
R. Smith, and R.G. Thomas, Mr. Rees Harriss, the lessee of the Tregob 
Colliery, was sammoned by Mr. T. Evans, Government Inspector of Mines 
for the district, for that he did not, on March 23d last, caase sufficient bore-holes to be 
kept in advance on both sides of a certain working to prevent inundations, which working 
was approaching a place likely to contain a dangerous mulation of water. Mr. 
Simons appeared in support of the information, and Mr. B. Jones for the defendant. Mr. 
Simons having stated the circumstances of the case, called Elias Richards, who said he 
was assistant to Mr. W. Rosser, mining engineer. He remembered the accident at the 
Tregob Colliery. After the accident he was appointed to make a survey of the colliery, 
and he produced the plan which he then made, A tap-hole had been made, as shown 
by the plan, in order to tap the water from the old workings. There were indications of 
old workings farther back than the then workings of the colllery. If sufficient bore- 
holes had been kept in advance of the tap-hole, the water would have been discovered, 
and, no doubt, the accident would have been prevented. He did not think any carefui 
miner would have made the tap-hole without driving a bore-hole, had he thought there 
was danger of water there. He prepared the plan three or four days after the accident. 
There was one bore-hole in the tap-hole where they strack the old workings. It was 
within 18 in. of the right hand side of the tap-hole. It was usual to keep three bore- 
holes—that is, one each side of the tap-hole, and the other in the middle. He thought 
one bore-hole was not sufficient. The colliery, he understood, was Jet because it was 
believed the workings were dry. If he had tapped the old workings, and found them dry, 
he should not have considered it necessary to have three bore-holes. He should not 
have carried a bore-hole as they had done at Tregob. If the workings had been from 
west to east he thought there would be indications of water. It was well known that 
there were old workings there; and that being thecase, he should have made more than 
one bore-hole ; or, if there were only one, that one ought to have been in the centre. 

Cross-examined: There might be an accamalation of water in a place thoroughly 
drained. Had the bore-hole been in the centre, or another on the side, the water would 
have been tapped. He was of opinion that if bore-holes were necessary at all, there 
ought to be three. 

Thomas Evans said he was the Government Inspector of Mines for the district. He 
attended the inquest on the bodies of the persons who lost their lives by the inundation 
at defendant’s colliery, He asked the defendant if he had plans, and the latter replied 
he had not. It was dang and improper to conduct a colliery without plans, The 
Act requires ptans to be mad6 within six months after a colliery has commenced work - 
ing. He had the power to order plans to be made, Where workings are driven in the 
direction of old workings bore-holes should be properly kept, one in the centre, and one 
on each side. No one who understood the working of a colliery properly would manage 
without plans. 

Cross-examined: The Oldcastle Colliery was deeper than Tregob, and the former had 
drained the district generally. He had not been in the Tregob Colliery. Had he managed 
the colliery, and thought it necessary to have bore-holes, he should have two or three, 

Mr. B. Jones, for the defendant, submitted that there was no case made out, but as 
the magistrates expressed acontrary opinion, Mr. Jones called the following witnesses :— 

William Harry said he was a collier, and he commenced working at the Tregob Col- 
Nery about a fortnight before the accident happened. He knew Griffith Jones, the over- 
man of the colliery. He was at the colliery when the accident happened. There was 
a bore-hole made about 9 feet in length. The old workings were dry. He knew they 
had cut into some old workings. They went to within a few yards where the water 
broke out, and from what he saw he did not think there was much water there, He 
did not think it was possible to have a more competent overman than Griffith Jones. 

Rees Harriss said he was the lessee of the Tregob Colliery, and the defendant in this 
case. He had no knowledge of the management of colliertes. Griffith Jones was re- 
commended to him as a good and competent overman, and he gave him the rules, and 
desired him to work the colliery according to them. Jones told him on the Saturday 
previous to the accident that there were old workings, and that he had been in them, 
and found them dry. Witness desired him to use every possible caution. 

The magistrates thought the case proved, and fined the defendant 51. and costs. 
Defendant was also summoned for paying wages at a place other than an office appointed 
for the purpose, and also for the non-pubdlication of the rules. Both these informations 
were dismissed, 


Our Swansea correspondent (June 25) writes:—Since my last a very sa- 
tisfactory change has appeared in connection with the general trade of the 
district, all branches of which manifest a sensible increase. The — 
topic of interest just now is the opening of the Swansea and Neath Railway. 
At a meeting of the Town Council, held yesterday (Mr. E, M. Richards, mayor, in the 
chair), the sum of 2007, was unanimously voted from the corporation funds, to assist in 
giving an invitation to the principal merchant-shippers and others to an entertainment 
to take place on the day of opening. The Harbour Trustees will, of course, contribute, 
at least, an equal amount, and a splendid affair will be the result, The opening of the line 
is expected to be early in July, and is looked forward to with great satisfaction by the mer- 
chants and traders having large interests in the district. In connection with the new 
siding, which in my last I stated was being constructed, abutting on to Mr. H, K. Eaton’s 
timber-yard,and in course of my allusions to which I found It necessary to reflect upon the 
propriety of the Harbour Trustees in erecting a hydraulic-lift some time ago, at a cost of 
40002., when they had the opportunity of making the siding now being constructed at a 
less cost. A local contemporary, of Friday last, has thought proper to take exception to 
my statements, and has done so in a way that displays so much personal malevolence 
with regard to myself, that I cannot, having regard to my own position here, and to the 
veracity of the Journal which I have the honour to represent in this town, allow the 
matter to pass unnoticed. The writer states that I have over-estimated the cost of the 
hydralic-lift, and deprecated its usefulness tothe port. With regard to the former of 
these, I hereby challenge the writer, or any other person at all interested in the matter, 
toshow me, by any other mode but by a simple statement, that the lift, with its approaches 
and all necessary appurtenances, did not cost move than 40007, When this is done I will 
show them, by facts and figures, that I have under-stated the amount in fixing the sum 
Ihave. With regard to the usefulness of the lift, no one denies it; but everybody knows 
that, for general traffic, a siding is at all times preferable to the more cumbrous process 
of steam-cranes, I know very well that the lift has recently been leased by the Vale of 
Neath Rallway Company, who will find that, when I stated 300/. or 4007. per annum as 
the cost of keeping the machinery going, I was not far wrong, but that that sum is rather 
under than over the mark. The fact of the matter is this—the hydraulic-lift is a child 
of the Harbour Superintendent here, and any attempt to hold up other modes of haulage 
as equal, and, perhaps, superior, meets naturally with resentment. The editor of the 
paper in which exception to my statement was taken is himself a Harbour Trustee, and 
is not slow to lend his pen to the redress of all the grievances, real or fancied, under which 
those in power and office may appear to labour, He has done eo in this case, and finds 
fault with the Mining Journal for telling the trath, such truth being unpleasant and 
unpalateable to him and to those of whom he is a partisan. I trust, however, that the 
Journal will continue to rise above such petty local Influences as are here displayed, and 
continue to be what it really is—a champion of the great commercial interests of the 
country, and the unswerving enemy of jobbery and monopoly, taking a high stand in re- 
ference to the one, and a vigorous course with regard to the other.———The branch of the 
Bank of Wales opened here continues in general favour, and I am told that one account 
alone which they have recently opened with a local railway contractor will be worth 
2000/7. per annum to the bank. 














REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, ayp LANCASHIRE, 

June 25,—We have no material alteration to notice in regard to the 
Iron Trade. The reports from the Continent are not so satisfactory as was 
the case a short time ago, and the home markets are somewhat duller. 
The merchants are not buying except for immediate requirements. There 
is an increased enquiry for rails and railway ironwork, owing to several 
bills being sanctioned for the construction of new lines. There is a slight 
improvement in several branches of the Steel Trade, but nothing ap- 
proaching a state of activity; indeed, there is so much underselling that 
the lowest possible remunerative rates are now accepted, in order to keep 
the works going. The pig-irod market is dull, and the demand has very 
materially fallen off. The Coal Trade is now duller than we have had 
to notice it this season, whilst the demand in the various coal-producing 
districts has been increasing, the makets have been over-stocked, especially 
those in the South, We have also had to contend with the depression 
which still prevails in the manufacturing districts, where our larger manu- 
factories have been only working halt time, or have been stopped altoge- 
ther. Even our larger coalmasters find it difficult to keep their pits going, 
and some who have very large contracts can only keep their works going 
half time. We hear that a new coal field is about to be opened in North 
Derbyshire by several gentlemen who are well known in the county. 
We shall give further particulars shortly. 

On Monday a grand commemoration dinner was given by the Butterley 
Company to all their workmen who had been engaged in the erection and 
completion of their new forge at Codnor Park. ‘The Butterley party were 
conveyed by special train to Codnor, when the whole number amounted to about 400; 
Mr. W. Jessop occupied the chair. Several complimentary toasts were given, and an 
outline of the rise and progress of Codnor Forge was interestingly detailed. Mr. Jessop, 
after referring to the successful completion of the new works, and calling upon all pre- 
sent to ald in their success, proposed the health of Mr. Alleyne, the manager, who, in 
responding, hoped that by their united endeavours the mills in which they now were 
would prove a source of ty both to themselves and the Butterley Company. 
Mr. Jessop then proposed the health of Mr. P. Bowne, who (he said) had beena faithful 
servant to the Butterley Company for more than 56 years, and hoped that many then 
present might, in time to come, boast of as long services, 

The writer of the following has observed some unfavourable notices of 
the machine in the Journal, and being a disinterested party, who has care- 
fally watched its operations for a long period, he feels that it is only just to 
the inventors to state a few facts.

Ina 
stronger or harder seam than the West Ardesley the saving in labour will be more and 
the yield of coals greater. The holing with the machine is simply a groove parallel 
with the inclination of the strata, and 3 to 4 inches deep, cut either in the coal or 
the floor, which is certainly more satisfactory than the larger space cut out and made 
into slack by manual latour. Two men and one boy attend a machine, which holes 
or kirves 100 yards 3 feet under in eight hours. During the several months that the 
machine has been working there has not been any displacement of the pipes which con- 
‘vey the compressed air from the surface to it, nor any other difficulty to interfere with 
the operations. Atan extensive colliery in Lancashire, arrangements will be shortly 
eompleted for applying machines, and other coalowners are preparing tor their introduc- 
tion. The most favourable conditions for applying the machine are horizontal strata; 
a roof that will stand 3 feet from the front row of props to the face of the coal in long 
wall, a seam which Is not ligble to Iarge blowers of inflammabie gas, and aseam which

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


June 25.—The Paddlers’ Strike continues to constitute the most im- 
portant topic of conversation and interest in connection with the Iron Trade 
of South Staffordshire. Instead of decreasing it is extending. At the 
Nine Locks Works of the New British Iron Company, at Brierley Hill, 
the puddlers, in pursuance of a notice given a fortnight previous, left their 
work last Saturday; and at the Corngreaves Works of the same company the 
whole of the puddlers gave notice of an advance, so that ina fortnight they 
will, probably, be out, It was noticed last week that the puddlers em- 
ey at a part of the Wednesbury Oak Works, Tipton, of which Mr. 

hilip Williams, Chairman of the Ironmasters’ Association, is one of the 
proprietors, had left work without notice, but after being taken before the 
magistrates, and being ordered to pay the costs, and return to work, they 
did so. Last Saturday, however, they all gave a fortnight’s notice. In 
the other part of the same works, known as the Old Forge, the puddlers 
are not giving any trouble. On Tuesday 15 puddlers, in the employ of 
Mr. Israel Parkes, at the Atlas Works, West Bromwich, were summoned 
before Mr. Spooner, the stipendiary magistrate, for leaving their work 
without notice, but it was arranged that they should return, on paying 7s. 
each towards the loss their employers had incurred. In other cases the 
puddlers have been troublesome, and there is a general feeling of uneasi- 
ness throughout the district. 

To-day (the 25th) the Preliminary Meeting of Ironmasters has been held 
at Stewponey, near Stourbridge. ‘The attendance was unusually large; on 
ordinary occasions these assemblies are confined exclusively to the mem- 
bers of the association, but, in consequence of the puddlers’ strike, all who 
are interested In the trade were now invited to attend. Mr. P. Williams presided. In 
reference to the future of prices, it was unanimously resolved to adhere to the old terms, 
bars, 71. ; hoops, 7/, 10s. ; sheets and plates, 87, 10s. per ton. The circumstances connected 
with the puddlers’ strike were fully discussed. It was resolved that no advance be 
given to the men, however long they may remain out; further, that the masters whose 
works are going shall deliver a greater proportion of puddled bars than heretofore to 
the works at which the men have struck. On both these points the utmost unanimity 
prevailed, A general lock-out,—that is, a stoppage of all the works,— was suggested as 
@ means of bringing the men to, but it was thought that the proceeding would be im- 
prudent at present? it was therefore deferred, in the hope that the strike may termi- 
nate without it being necessary to have recourse to the extreme measure referred to. 

The demand for iron is moderately good, and about a third of the pud- 
dling furnaces being idle, those in operation are well employed. In the 
Hardware Trades a considerable degree of dulness continues. The de- 
mand for coal is not active, but, considering the injurious influence of the 
puddlers’ strike, it is tolerably good. 

On Wednesday last, Mr. A. B. Cochrane, of the well-known Wood- 
side Ironworks, near Dudley, died at the age of fifty years. ‘These works 
have attained a high position for the production of castings, bridges, and 
other constructions in iron, and the late Mr. Cochrane’s energy and ability 
were well known. He was an active promoter of the general well-being 
of the inhabitants of the district. 

Mr. Wm. H. Beaumont, son of the late manager, has been uppointed 
pene of the Birmingham Banking Company. He has been in the 
bank for ten years, and was two and a half years ago appointed sole manager. 








Axoraer New Merat—Siperium.—lIn the development of his in- 
vention for the production, on a commercial scale, of the metal magnesium, 
which we hope at no distant period to see extensively introduced as asub- 
stitute for silver, Mr. E. Sonstadt, of Loughborough, has discovered a new 
metal in the “ carcasse”’ remaining when the chloride of magnesium is ob- 
tained by evaporating and igniting the chlorides of magnesium and sodium. 
In many of its reactions this new metal corresponds almost precisely with 
iron, for which metal it has probably hitherto been mistaken. The blue, 
as in the case of iron, is obtained with the prussiates of potash, but, unlike 
iron, this blue is unchanged, or only turned purple, by the addition of am- 
monia, whatever the excess. When the precipitate by an alkali is ignited, 
it is reduced to a dark spongy mass before the blow-pipe on charcoal with 

at difficulty; this mass does not fuse, and is not in the least magnetic. 

he new metal appears, at present, to occur invariably in connection with 
magnesium, which cannot be entirely freed from it. Mr. Sonstadt has se- 
parated the oxide of the metal, but the process is so tedious that } a grain 
in three weeks is about the present rate of production. We shall shortly be 
enabled to publish more complete details with reference to the new metal.

Manvracrve or Cast-Srert.—The iron ores termed sparry carbonates 
of iron, or spathose iron ores, usually contain a large proportion of oxide 
of manganese in mixture with oxides of iron. Such ores, when smelted in 
a blast-furnace or cupola, with charcoal or other fuel, yield a species of 
pig-iron which is called spathose pig-iron or steel-pig, and when white, and regularly 
crystallised, spiegeleisen, from the brilliant facets it exhibits when fracture’. This 
iron is essentially an alloy of iron and manganese, containing also carbon. Franklinite 
pig-iron is also an alloy of iron and manganese, containing also iron, and may, therefore, 
be used as a substitute for spiegeleisen in many applications. With a view to improve 
the manufacture of cast-steel, Mr. Robert Mushet, of Coleford, to add to the 
materials, or mixture of materials, which when melted produce cast-steel, spathose pig- 
iron, or steel-pig thus granulated. The steel-pig is heated until friable, then crushed 
beneath stampers, or hammers, to a coarse metallic gravel or powder. He then adds 
about 1 oz, of oxide of manganese toeach 1 1b. of granulated pig. This prepared material 
is added to the materials or mixture of materials intended to be melted into cast-steel. 
The aga pig may be added alone, if preterred, and the oxide of manganese added 


Morive-Power Enerxe.—An invention has been provisionally speci- 
fied by Mr. E. H. Duru, of Poictierg, which consists in employing mercury 
and water as a motive-power, either separately or in combination, in a 
machine thus constructed:—To a suitable framing, either mounted on 
wheels or affixed to the ground, he connects a reservoir, with compartments containing 
the liquid motive-power affixed to the top of the framing; to the bottom of this reser- 
voir two tubes are fixed, the lower ends whereof are respectively fixed upon two water- 
tight vessels, furnished each with a revolving wheel, having two float-boards, or plates, 
somewhat similar to a water-wheel; each of these vessels has a pipe connected to the 
bottom thereof, and inclining outwards nearly to the bottom of the framing of the ma- 
chine. Other smaller wheels of somewhat similar construction are placed so as to re- 
volve in the inclined pipes. To these inclined pipes other pipes are connected, and pass 
upwards nearly to the top of the framing of the machine, by which they are supported ; 
other pipes are also connected to the last-mentioned pipes,each of which, as also the 
first-mentioned tubes, is fitted with a pump-bucket, worked by suitable rods and levers, 
The improved engine operates thus :—The descent of the water from the reservoir afore- 
said imparts rotary motion to the large water-wheeis, the said motion being trans- 
mitted by endless straps or bands to the machinery to be moved thereby. The water 
in its passage in like manner imparts motion to the smaller water-wheels, and 
soch motion is transmitted by the rods and levels to the several pump-buckets, some of 
which force the water, and others lift the water again into the reservoir, thus maintain- 
ing constant circulation of the water.

A general meeting of proprietors was held at the company’s offices, Old 
Broad-street, on Thursday,—Mr. Atrrep C. Brings in the chair. 

Mr. Foorp (the secretary) read the advertisement convening the meet- 
ing, and the minutes of the last general meeting were read and confirmed. 

The report of the directors was read, as follows: — 


In addressing the proprietors at this, the annual general mecting, the directors have to 
express their regret that they cannot lay before them as favourable a report as usual of the 
result of the last year’s operation. The sales and shipments of coal have, indeed, increased, 
but there has been a very considerable loss in getting home the from the United 
States, owing, as will be readily inferred, to the depreciation in the currency in the United 
States, and to which all persons having commercial dealings with that country have 
been more or less subject. The contracts with the customers of the association in the 
United States for the supply of coal having been entered into, as usual, at the commence- 
ment of the year, and for the year’s supply, there was at that time no reason to appre- 
hend a depreciation in the carrency which subsequently took place ; but the directors 
have now decided that for all the coal sold iu the United States during the current year 
payment shall be made in gold, or its equivalent value,and they trust that in requiring 
this mode of payment there will be no check to the demand for the coal, it being only 
resorted to as a precautionary measure, to prevent the loss which the continued unsettled 
state of the currency would otherwise prod he ts of the receipt and expen- 
diture for the year ending Dec. 31, 1862, duly audited, together with the general inven- 
tory of the stock and property made up to the same period, are open as usual to the in- 
spection and examination of the proprietors, whenever it may be convenient to them to 
call at the office. The sales and shipments of coal at all the collieries of the association 
amount to 352,192 tons, but the nett profits have only realised 20,8027, 1s. 8d., the loss 
sustained on the remittances to this country amounting to 29,1597. 8s. 9d. The pro- 
prietors received in January last a dividend of 15s. per share, and the prospects of de- 
mand for the coal being encouraging, the directors have ventured to announce a further 
dividend of 10s. per share, free from income tax, for which the warrants will be issued 
on July 18. The proprietors will perceive that the directors, in their anxious desire to 
prevent disappointment in the payment of a dividend, and considering the losses of the 
past year to be quite exceptional, have anticipated the chances of a good year’s work, 
for which they trust to be exonerated from all responsibility should their anticipations 
not be fully realised from circumstances beyond their control. 


The CaarrMan moved the adoption of the report, and stated that it might be remarked 
that the board were recommending a larger dividend than had been earned; but the an- 
swer to that was, that the prospects of the present year justified the directors in believing 
that the sales of coal would not be checked by the payment in gold. They had already 
been paid for their coal a considerable amount of gold, the value of which had been re- 
mitted to this country in good bills. 

Mr. PornpER enquired if the proprietors were to understand that the profit for the 
year would have amounted to 50,000/., bad not the company sustained a loss, owing to 
the depreciation in the currency ? 

The CuarrMan replied that such was the case. 

Mr. BromLery supposed that was the ground upon which the directors recommended 
the payment of so large a dividend, as they did not anticipate such an exceptional loss 
would again be sustained. 

Col. Bourne could hardly undetstand how so great a loss had resulted, for at the time 
those contracts were entered into the currency was at about the same rate as at the 
present time. 

Mr. Goutp (a director) said the premium on bills of exchange in Jan., 1862, at which 














date those contracts were entered into, was 13, but it was now 56, and had been higher.

Soura FRANCEs are less enquired for, and heavy at quoted prices.——West Frances 
have been and continue in good demand, WEsT CHIVERTONS continue to command 
attention, and freely dealt in.——Wueal GRENVILLE and East GRENVILLE have been 
in demand, the former at lower rates, whilst the latter show a tendency to improve. —— 
WaeEat UniryYs do not maintain their late advance, and are offered at lower figures.—— 
Nortu Roskears continue weak at quoted prices, but in demand at lower rates —— 
RoSKEARNOWTHS are more than ordinarily quiet.——NorTH BuLLERs have been in de- 
mand at improved rates, but have since receded. Nortu Crorry, NoRTH TRESKERBY, 
and Nortu DoLcoats have changed hands at fair market prices. ——Nortru Downs are 
weak at minimum quotations. East KosEWARNES have been less enquired for, and 
prices weaker.——HARRIETTS have receded, but strong buyers at minimum rates, —— 
Wueat Kitty (St. Agnes) are in request at better prices. PENDEEN and Kitty (Le- 
jant) have been in request, and several transactions followed. ast Carapons have, 
as usual, fluctuated, although heavy sales have been effected. They appear to have left 
off firmer.—— West CaRapons continue much the same as last week.——Lupcorr and 
Marke VALLEY have been done at lower rates, and continue weak at present prices.—— 
PROVIDENCE and MARGARET have been dealt in at fairmarket prices; the former are in 
better demand, whilst the latter are weaker.——SiTuHney and CaARNMEAL continue in 
good request at better prices. WENDRON ConsoLs and BasseT AND GRYLLS are less 
enquired for, and have receded._—- W HEAL GRYLLS are in good demand, and several 
changed hands.-——GreaT WuEAL ForTUNES were offered and done at lower rates during 
the early part of the week, but left off firmer.——West Rose Down, Mary Ann, and 
TRELAWNY have changed hands at nominal prices.——New Waeat Marraas show a 
declining tendency, although they bave been freely enquired for.——Drake WALLS are 
offered at lower rates. ——W HEAL Epwarps are quiet. ——CREBors have fluctuated very 
much, but have been largely dealt in at market prices. 

At East CARADON the caunter lode, in the 50 east, is worth 207. per fathom. In the 
60 east, 101. per fathom ; behind this end they are now driving a cross-cut north to in- 
tersect the main part of the lode. The 70 cast is saving work. The 70 west is worth 
307. per fathom; the end is passing through a cross-course, but will in all probability 
improve as they get beyond its influence, asin the levels above.—New Lode: The 70 
east is worth 6/. per fathom, and the 70 west 6. per fathom.

Government for a very smal! sum of money, is about three-quarters of a mile in length 
and haifa mile in width. The tin occurs in large crystalline masses, with quartz, schorl, 
and small portions of arsenical pyrites. It is remarkably good and large grained, and 
the associated minerals, from their low specific gravity, may be separated with compa- 
rative ease without the trouble of stamping. The ore is simply crashed down to acon- 
venient size, and cleaned by the aid of jigging sieves and strips. If on reaching a greater 
depth the ore should be found more finely disseminated, so as to require stamping power, 
water for this purpose may be had almost in any quantity for a very small outiay. The 
mine has been worked under the :aanagement of Mr. Iustler for about a year and a half, 
and already a large extent of tin ground has been opened up, and 1744 tons of black tin 
have been brought to England and sold to the Redruth Tin Smelting Company, realising 
about 11002.

It is something less than six 
years since the copper regions of Lower Canada first attracted attention, and we now find 
them filled with mining enterprise, drawn by the rich promise from Europe and the 
States, bringing abundant capital and giving employment to hundreds. The ActonMine, 
in the county of Bagot, was the first to which mach attention was directed, and the suc- 
cess of the operations in regard to production and money value are supposed to be with- 
out parallel.
